Within the last year, the University of Toronto Alumni have revived their local Associations in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, and Detroit, a new branch has been organized in Buffalo, and others will 
probably be formed very soon in several other cities. The local associations in New York and Chicago, 
with the help of the graduates in other cities and the members of the Fellowship Council, have raised 
the funds for a $500 Research Fellowship at the University, and a movement has been started for the 
organization of all the graduates and former students in the United States. Last summer, at the request 
of President Falconer, the Board of Governors designated Dr. A. H. Abbott as the Organizing Secretary 
of the General Alumni Association. His work was suddenly interfered with by a call from the Imperial 
Munitions Board to undertake the provision of the supply of labor necessary for the munitions industry 
in Ontario. Dr. Abbott will, therefore, not be able to give his whole attention to the Alumni until the 
war is Over. 


At the suggestion of Dr. Snyder, the President of the University of Toronto Club of New York, 
the above committee has been formed to arrange for a meeting of Toronto graduates, and representa- 
tives of the various associations of alumni in the United States, to be held in New York on some date 
between June 4th and 8th. Our object is to co-ordinate the activities of the associations in the different 
cities so that they can work intelligently together for the purposes which they have in common. These 
purposes are two: To acquaint the graduates with the constantly changing conditions and needs of the 
University and to increase the influence of the graduates in the formation of the University’s policies, 
The Provincial Government is responsible to the electorate for the direction of the University’s affairs, 
but it would be greatly aided in this duty by intelligent advice from the graduates who, better than most 
of the voters, know the real needs of the University. 


Last spring, at the meeting of the American Medical Association in Detroit, a luncheon for 
Toronto graduates was called somewhat hastily and over forty men put in an appearance. This year 
the Medical Association meets in New York, and by giving proper notice in advance, we hope that at 
least 100 graduates can be gotten together. The reunion is set for the same time as the Medical Asso- 
ciation, but it is a meeting for graduates of all faculties and not for doctors alone; and we hope to time 
the reunion in other years so that it will coincide with the meetings of some of the Engineering and 
other professional societies. 


Our plans are warmly approved and supported by President Falconer and Dr. Abbott, both of 
whom, as well as other members of the Faculty, are expected to be present. 


We are not ambitious enough to expect that we will ever rival the Associated Harvard, Yale or 
Princeton Clubs, and their annual three-day Reunions, but we believe that their precedent is worth 
following. 


Another notice of the reunion will be sent to you later on. In the meantime if you can arrange 
to be in New York and attend the reunion or if you can persuade any other graduates to be there, please 
notify some member of the committee at once.

She is bending every energy to building 
ships, either herself or through contract in the shipyards of foreign nations, in 
order to create a great merchant navy which will be equal to commanding again 
the seas, commercially speaking, as soon as the war is over. 

Surely we ought to be as concerned about our vital educational interests 
as England and France and Germany, and our power to care for them is at pres- 
ent infinitely greater!

In April, 1916, sufficient subscriptions to the Fellowship Funds were received to warrant offering the Fellow- 
ship to the University, and at the suggestion of the Fellowship Council, the Board of Governors awarded it for the 
current year to Prof. A. B. Macallum for use in the Department of Bio-Chemistry. Mr. A. L. MacKay, an Honor 
Graduate in Bio-Chemistry, haS held the Fellowship this winter, and has done valuable research work under 
Dr. Macallum. The Board of Graduate Studies is fully organized and has, we hope, embarked on a long career of 
activity and service to the University. 


The Canadian Government has recently organized a Dominion Board of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
and has appointed two members from Toronto, Prof. J. C. McLennan, the head of the Department of Physics, and 
Prof. A. B. Macallum, who was made Chairman of the Board. Although Dr. Macallum feels that by accepting this 
position he can do more for Research in Canada and in the University than he could before, nevertheless, his 
connection with the University will be ended in June. Fortunately Mr. MacKay’s work was planned so that it 
could be completed in one year, and as it may be some time before Dr. Macallum’s position is filled, the Council 
has decided to recommend that the Fellowship for 1917-1918 be offered to Dr. McLennan for use in the Department 
of Physics. It is hoped that when Mr. MacKay’s work as Fellow is completed, some detailed account of it may be 
given to the subscribers. In the meantime, the second installment on subscriptions is now due, and should be paid 
at once by those who have not as yet remitted. 


Owing to the large number of subscribers, the cost of collection has been very high, and it is hoped that, 
now that the Fellowship is established, many other graduates and former students will add their names to the 
subscription list. The action of the American Alumni in raising the Fellowship Fund has given them an influential 
position in the councils of the University, and has stimulated a campaign to organize the graduates in Canada itself. 


In order to do this, it is necessary to have at least a yearly 
report on your address. The other information requested on the face of the card which is enclosed, and which you 
are asked to fill out accurately and return promptly to the Secretary, will be useful in compiling a Register of all the 
American Graduates, and in perfecting the organization of the Alumni.

Dear Sir: 


Within the last year, the University of Toronto Alumni have revived their local Associations in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, and Detroit, a new branch has been organized in Buffalo, and others will 
probably be formed very soon in several other cities. The local associations in New York and Chicago, 
with the help of the graduates in other cities and the members of the Fellowship Council, have raised 
the funds for a $500 Research Fellowship at the University, and a movement has been started for the 
organization of all the graduates and former students in the United States. Last summer, at the request 
of President Falconer, the Board of Governors designated Dr. A. H. Abbott as the Organizing Secretary 
of the General Alumni Association. His work was suddenly interfered with by a call from the Imperial 
* Munitions Board to undertake the provision of the supply of labor necessary for the munitions industry 


in Ontario. Dr. Abbott will, therefore, not be able to give his whole attention to the Alumni until the 
war is Over. 


At the suggestion of Dr. Snyder, the President of the University of Toronto Club of New York, 
the above committee has been formed to arrange for a meeting of Toronto graduates, and representa- 
tives of the various associations of alumni in the United States, to be held in New York on some date 
between June 4th and 8th. Our object is to co-ordinate the activities of the associations in the different 
cities so that they can work intelligently together for the purposes which they have in common. These 
purposes are two: To acquaint the graduates with the constantly changing conditions and needs of the 
University and to increase the influence of the graduates in the formation of the University’s policies, 
The Provincial Government is responsible to the electorate for the direction of the University’s affairs, 
but it would be greatly aided in this duty by intelligent advice from the graduates who, better than most 
of the voters, know the real needs of the University. 


Last spring, at the meeting of the American Medical Association in Detroit, a luncheon for 
Toronto graduates was called somewhat hastily and over forty men put in an appearance. This year 
the Medical Association meets in New York, and by giving proper notice in advance, we hope that at 
least 100 graduates can be gotten together. The reunion is set for the same time as the Medical Asso- 
ciation, but it is a meeting for graduates of all faculties and not for doctors alone; and we hope to time 
the reunion in other years so that it will coincide with the meetings of some of the Engineering and 
other professional societies. 


Our plans are warmly approved and supported by President Falconer and Dr. Abbott, both of 
whom, as well as other members of the Faculty, are expected to be present. 


We are not ambitious enough to expect that we will ever rival the Associated Harvard, Yale or 
Princeton Clubs, and their annual three-day Reunions, but we believe that their precedent is worth 
following. 


Another notice of the reunion will be sent to you later on. In the meantime if you can arrange 
to be in New York and attend the reunion or if you can persuade any other graduates to be there, please 
notify some member of the committee at once.

In April, 1916, sufficient subscriptions to the Fellowship Funds were received to warrant offering the Fellow- 
ship to the University, and at the suggestion of the Fellowship Council, the Board of Governors awarded it for the 
current year to Prof. A. B. Macallum for use in the Department of Bio-Chemistry. Mr. A. L. MacKay, an Honor 
Graduate in Bio-Chemistry, has held the Fellowship this winter, and has done valuable research work under 
Dr. Macallum. The Board of Graduate Studies is fully organized and has, we hope, embarked on a long career of 
activity and service to the University. 


The Canadian Government has recently organized a Dominion Board of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
and has appointed two members from Toronto, Prof. J. C. McLennan, the head of the Department of Physics, and 
Prof. A. B. Macallum, who was made Chairman of the Board. Although Dr. Macallum feels that by accepting this 
position he can do more for Research in Canada and in the University than he could before, nevertheless, his 
connection with the University will be ended in June. Fortunately Mr. MacKay’s work was planned so that it 
could be completed in one year, and as it may be some time before Dr. Macallum’s position is filled, the Council 
has decided to recommend that the Fellowship for 1917-1918 be offered to Dr. McLennan for use in the Department 
It is hoped that when Mr. MacKay’s work as Fellow is completed, some detailed account of it may be 
given to the subscribers. In the meantime, the second installment on subscriptions is now due, and should be paid 
at once by those who have not as yet remitted.
